Sow  the  sf  yds  early  in  spring,  in  drills  15 
inches  apart,  tnd  about  a dozen  to  the  foot  in 
the  drill;  keeo  the  soil  mellow  and  free  from 
weeds  during  the  summer,  and  in  the  succeed- 
ing spring  transplant  to  permanent  beds  which 
should  be  done  in  the  following  manner  as  de- 
scribed by  a cultivator  of  Oyster  Bay  Aspara- 
gus.

A rich,  deep  open  soil  is  the  best  suited  to  the  culture  of  Beets.  Fresh  manure  is  undesirable 
but  land  that  has  been  well  manured  the  previous  year  is  highly  su'able.  For  an  early  supply 
sow  in  the  spring  as  soon  as  the  ground  becomes  fit  to  work,  in  drills  : bout  one  foot  apart  and  two 
Inches  deep.  For  main  crop  sow  the  first  week  in  May,  and  for  winter  use  sow  in  June.  When 
the  plants  have  obtained  three  or  four  leaves,  thin  out,  so  that  they  may  stand  eight  or  nine 
Inches  apart.  Keep  free  from  weeds  by  hand  weeding  and  hoeing.  Those  intended  for  winter  use 
may  be  taken  up  in  October,  and  stored  in  dry  sand  in  the  cellar  or  outhouse.  Before  storing, 
leaves  and  fibers  must  be  cut  off,  but  care  must  be  taken  not  to  bruise  the  main  root.

This 
is  the  surest  mode  of  obtaining  fair  and  smooth 
Sprnig  Turnips  in  old  gardens  where  they  are  al- 
most certain  to  grow  wormy  if  the  earth  is  allowed 
to  remain  in  contact  with  the  roots.  It  is  import- 
ant to  get  them  started  very  early  so  that  they  may 
have  time  to  grow  a sufficient  size  before  very  hot 
weather,  when  they  will  soon  become  tough  and 
strong.  For  the  Fall  and  main  crops,  sow  from 
the  middle  of  July  to  the  last  of  August  in  drills 
as  directed  for  the  Spring  sowing.  In  the  field, 
Turnips  are  more  generally  sown  broadcast 
though  much  larger  crops  are  obtained  by  drill 
culture.

FORMATION  OF  LAWNS  FROM  SEED 

There  is  nothing  more  attractive  than  a well  kept  lawn. 

Many  things  are  to  be  considered  in  connection  with  the  making  and  proper  care  of  lawns. 
A good  lawn  cannot  be  made  in  one  season,  success  coming  only  through  intelligent  care  for  a 
period  of  years. 

The  ground  should  be  thoroughly  drained  and  well  prepared.  The  soil  ought  not  to  be  too 
rich,  as  a rapid  growth  is  not  wanted  in  the  grassess  of  a lawn;  but  the  surface  should  be  as  much 
alike  in  quality  as  possible  and  thoroughly  pulverized.  After  sowing,  the  ground  should  be  rolled 
and  cross-rolled  in  order  to  press  the  seed  firmly  into  the  soil,  and  ten  days  or  so  thereafter  a light 
application  of  Muzzy’s  Lawn  Fertilizer,  mixed  with  an  equal  quantity  of  good  loam  or  sand,  will 
serve  to  stimulate  the  growth  of  the  young  grasses.  The  proper  time  to  sow  grass  seed  depends,  of 
course,  upon  the  latitude.  In  the  central  and  eastern  states  from  March  15  to  the  middle  of  May 
is  the  best  time;  but  in  favorable  seasons  the  sowing  may  be  done  up  to  July  1.  Seed  may  also  be 
sown  in  the  Fall,  from  the  latter  part  of  August  to  the  end  of  September.  The  sowing  should  be 
done  when  the  ground  is  moist,  or  before  an  expected  rain,  and  a subsequent  rolling  is  always  ad- 
visable. As  to  weeds  in  newly-made  lawns,  it  may  not  be  generally  known  that  many  weed  seeds 
actually  lie  dormant  in  the  ground  for  six  or  seven  years  and  will  germinate  and  make  their  ap- 
pearance when  the  soil  is  turned  up.  The  annual  wild  grasses,  such  as  craJb  grass  or  iSummer  grass, 
must  be  pulled  by  the  roots  before  they  ripen  their  seed  in  the  Fall. 

Rolling. — as  soon  as  the  frost  is  out  of  the  ground  in  the  Spring,  the  land  should  be  gone  over 
with  a heavy  roller.  Winter  frosts  loosen  the  soil,  and  rollings  is  necessary  to  compress  it  again. 
Roll  frequently. 

Mowing. — All  turf-forming  grasses  are  improved,  both  in  vigor  of  root-growth  and  in  fine- 
ness of  texture,  by  frequent  mowings.  It  is  impossible  to  say  just  how  often  the  grass  shouil  be 
mown,  as  that  depends  upon  the  rate  at  which  it  grows.  Too  close  cutting  should  be  guarded  against, 
however,  especially  during  the  hot  Summer  months,  when  the  roots  lequire  some  top-growth  to 
protect  them  from  the  burning  sun.  A go  d top  growth  is  also  necessary  to  protect  the  roots  from 
severe  Winter  frosts. 

It  is  a good  plan  to  sow  on  good  land,  in  any  out-of-the-way  place,  strips  for  sod  to  be  used 
foT  patching  poor  parts  of  the  lawn,  or  for  grass  borders,  etc.  The  best  mixture  of  seed  for  this 
purpose  is  Cynosurus  cristatus  (Crested  Dog’s-tail).
